'SEVENTEEN KILLED 


FORTY INJURED IN 


HEAD-ON COLLISION 


Durham, N. C., July 27.—In a head-on collision just 


outside of Hamlet, N. C., this afternoon between a local 
freight train and a special excursion train running from 
this city to Charlotte, N. C., seventeen persons were 
killed and 40 injured. 


The excursion train was running as a second section 


of the regular express. The engineer of the freight, it is 
said, forgot his orders and went ahead on the single track 
after the first section of the train had passed without 
waiting for section two. 


Richmond, Va., July 27. — That 


their evidence against Henry 
Clay 
Beattie Jr., charged with the murder 
of his wife, was 
made 
practically 


complete today by the confession of 
Beulah Binford, was the assertion of 
detectives this afternoon. 


A written statement by the Bin- 


ford girl, which, it is said, repudi- 
ates her testimony before the coron- 
er's jury, is now in the hands of a 
special prosecutor. 


The detectives state that without 


incriminating herself the 
girl 
has 
made statements proving absolutely 
that she was the 
motive for 
the 
crime. 
They assert that she admits 


that she did not return to Richmond 
by accident.but that Beattie brought 
her here. She says that Beattie fre- 
quently told her that he wished to 
get rid of his wife. 


The discovery today by the detec- 
tives that there is a second affinity in 
the case started the police on a new 
line of investigation that is expected 
to develop further sensations. 
The 


police are telling the Binford 
girl 


that Beattie was toying with 
her 
and that he used her as a cloak to 
hide his conquest of a third woman. 
The police say Beattie told the Bin- 
ford girl that his wife knew he was 
the father of their child.

Richmond, Va., July 27. — "I am 


going to write a little love note ev- 
ery night in this little book for my 
darling Henry." 


With these words, written in 
a 


half-formed childish chirography in 
a pocket memorandum, Beulah Bin- 
ford began the diary which bus come 
into the hands of the prosecution and 
upon which the state will base its 
fight to send Henry Clay Beattie Jr. 
to the gallows for the murder of his 
beautiful young wife on the Mid- 
lothian turnpike. 


The diary begins in May, soon af- 


ter the return of Miss Binfoid 
to 


Richmond, and it ends on July 18, 
the night before the murder. There 
was nothing written on this day, 
but the date was inscribed on the top 
of the page, a fact regarded as sig- 
nificant. 


The first note, written on May IS, 


was as follows:

Washington, July 27. — [Special.]— 


William J. Bryan's activity in Demo- 
cratic presidential politics has given 
much concern to the many possibilities 
and their friends. That Bryaii should 
put forth a long list of eligibles is in- 
terpreted to mean that he does not pro- 
pose to be placed in the same position 
lie was in 1904, whfcrf'he opposed Judge 
Tarker, but was without a candidate. 
He intends to have enough candidates, 
any one of which he may finally sup- 
port, which will give him a large fol- 
low ing in the convention. 


It takes two-thirds of the delegates 


to nominate in a Democratic conven- 
tion, and it is believed to be Bryan's 
purpose to control more than one-third, 
enough to prevent the nomination of 
any uiiin he does not want. More than 
that, he wants a majority of the con- 
vention so that he can write his views 
into tbe plalforui. 


In 1904 he could neither prevent the! 


nomination of Parker nor could he dic-j 
tate the terms of the platform. 
Hej 


could not prevent even the indorsement' 
of Parker's gold telegram. 


Will Exercise His Rights. 


Those who know Mr. Bryan feel sure 


that he will exercise his full rights iu 
the convention and in shaping the 
course of the Democracy. 
They be- 


lieve he will be as active as at the 
convention of 1904, but with more 
power in the matter of control. 
He 


has indicated his intention in the long 
list of questions which have been put 
out for possible candidates to answer. 


The Favored Nation Clause. 


Much has been said about the pos- 


sibility of abrogating "the favored na- 
tion clause" in treaties with other 
countries by admitting the products 
f Canada into this country under the 
reciprocity bill. Of course that is mere 
bugaboo. 
The favored nation clause 


in all treaties provides that the prod- 
ucts of all other countries and the 
shipping of all other countries shall be 
admitted to this country under the 
same terms as granted to the most fa- 
vored nation. 


Canada is not a nation. Great Brit- 


ain is the nation, and we do not admit 
the products of Great Britain to this 
country at lower duties than the prod- 
ucts of other countries. Moreover, no 
other country is going to raise much 
of a fuss about this favored nation 
business. 
For a long time that clause 


has prevented favorable action upon 
measures designed to promote Ameri- 
can shipping which provided discrimi- 
nating duties in favor of goods carried 
In American ships. 


Once let nations abrogate the fa- 


vored nation clause by reason of our j 
agreement with Canada and the ship- 
ping discrimination will be pushed for- 
ward with vigor. 


i 
Reverence For the Dead. 


The Bailey-WIIlinms debate devel- 


oped great reverence on the part of 
both these senators for tho IOIIK de- 
parted Democrats. Every Democrat 
\vas first or last brought forward to 
prove the contention of both dispu- 
tants. Jefferson, Jackson, Van Buren, 
Calhoun and all the other distinguished 
men of the past who had anything to 
do with thf tariff were marshaled forth 
to pr<v»e that tariff for revenue on ev- 
erything was rit^ht and that free raw 
materials were also right at times. 


While it was all very interesting it 


showed thnt tho men of half a century 
ago wore j.i^t as inconsistent on tho 
tariff question as the men of today.

been started about these commissions, 
mid it has been found that they have 
not been doing very much. 
^The Canadian boundary commission, 
created apparently to take care of 
certain lame ducks, has been In exist- 
ence since March 4 and hns never held 
a meeting. Nearly everything that is 
done by these commissions could he 
performed by congressional commit- 
tees or by men in the executive de- 
partments.
